On June 14, 1777, the Second Con- 
tinental Cnogress at Philadelphia, 
voted on and adopted’ this resolu- 
tion—“That the flag of the United 
States have 13 stripes, alternating 
red and white, that the union be 
13 stars, white in a blue field. 
representing a new constellation. 

Thus we have Flag Day, fast 
approaching us, and in the last 
two centuries, the original flag-has 
undergone many changes, until 
today we have. 50 stars in the “mew 
constellation’. There are many 
legends about the flag. The flag 
is called “Old Glory’? mamed as 
such by one William Driner, an 
old sea captain of Salem, Mass. 
The legend says that his mother 
presented the home-made flag to: 
him on his 2ist birthday, and 
when raising the flag on his brig 
in, 1824, réferred to it as Old Glory. 


Ag for Betsy Ross making the: 


first stans and stripes im: 1766, there 
is documentary evidence that she 
was paid in May °77 for making 
“ships colors’—but no documen- 
tary evidence has been found to 
Jink her with the making of the 
first flag and most historians 
doubt that she made. it. 

On June 22, 1942, a joint resolu- 
tion of Congress codified the ‘“ex- 
isting rules and customs: perbain- 
ing to the flag for civilians,” and 
it might be well to review some of 
them, for those of us mho may 
be flying aur flag this summer. 

1. The flag should be displayed 
on all days, weather penmititing, 
legal holidays and special occa- 
sions, on official buildings, near 
polling places, and in or near 
schools when in session. 
2.-The flag should be on display 
only from. sunrise to sunset. 

3. The flag should be hoisted: brisk- 
ly, and lowered ceremoniously. 

4, When hung with other flags, 
the U. S. flag should always be at 
the right, and always the highest 
of the group. 

5. When displayed on a wall, 
the'field should always be at the 
obsenver’s left. 

5. In a church, to the right of 
the congregation, 

There are several prohibited us- 
es. of the flag— 

It should not be displayed from 
a float, motor car, or boat ex- 
cept from a staff, 

It is not to be used as a cover- 
ing for anything or a receptacle 
for carrying anything.. 

The flag is néver to be used for 
advertising punposes, nor to be 
embroidered on articles, printed 
or otherwise, or impressed on box- 
es or uniforms. 

It should not be used for a dra- 
pery of any sort on a speaker’s 
table—or for decoration in gener- 
al, 

A 1968 Federal Law provides 
penalties for up to a year’s impri- 
sonment or a $1,000 fine for burn- 
ing a flag or othenwise desecrat- 
ing it. 

And the flag, when becomming 
frayed and in a condition that is 
no longer a fitting emblem for dis- 
play, should always be destroyed 
in a dignified way.
